It will be remembered 
that General Stilwell was recalled 
from the East last year, because 
of his disagreement with General 
Chiang Kai-shek, to whom he was 
military adviser. His disagree- 
ment with the Generalissimo was 
due to his desire to equip thirty 
divisions of the Chinese Army 
with full modern equipment, in 
order that China’s active part in 
the war might be greater—a plan 
which, for some reason, appears 
to have proved displeasing to the 
Generalissimo. General Stilwell 
left China; but it may be his in- 
tention to return by the front 
door. There is reason to believe 
that his scheme is now accepted 
in Chungking. If adequate equip-

Certainly no more suitable com- 
mander could be found -for an 
invasion .of China, if that, indeed, 
is contemplated. The island of 
Formosa, still held by a strong 
Japanese garrison, presents a 
problem here; for it is near the 
“invasion coast” to the south- 
west, and offers a base from 
which aircraft ahd surface raiders 
could do severe damage to trans- 
ports plying between China and 
Okinawa. Heavy and frequent 
air raids have been made on For- 
mosa; it remains to be seen 
whether these will be considered 
sufficient to neutralise.the danger 
which the island presents, or 
whether an assault will be made 
on it before the Allied forces 
thrust. at China, 

Okinawa is worth the lives that 
it cost; for it is the springboard 
for any assault, not only on 
China, but on Japan. Already ten 
airfields have been brought into 
use, and American bombers have 
carried their attacks as far afield 
as the coast of Korea, where they 
have sunk twenty ships. A great 
increase in the intensity of the 
bombardment of Japan now can 
be expected. Yesterday further 
incendiary raids on the industrial 
towns were reported, and the fact 
that only one Super-Fortress was 
lost out of 150 shows that there 
was little ¢ffective opposition. 
Indeed, the main cities of Japan 
now must present as woeful a 
spectacle as any of the shattered 
towns of Germany. General 
Marshall predicts that the air war 
will not reach its climax until 
about March of next year; so it 
seems that still greater horrors 
face the people of Japan. There 
is little doubt that foe Allied 
commanders are préparing for 
an invasion of Japan itself to 
follow this bombardment. 
Whether it will be necessary is 
hard to say; but if the Japanese 
leaders decide to display the same 
valour in the defence of the} 
homeland that has been shown 
by their troops at Okinawa and
